Tu story of Henry Flagler & & säga of American enterprise: Born in the Village of Hams 
mondsport, N. Y., he left his home at the age of 14 and with his carpet bag and a few dollars, he 
headed west. How he worked himself up from a country store clerk fo a partnership in the j 
Standard Oil Company would fake a Book fo relafe.: It was not until March, 1893, that Henry, a 
Flagler visited this section of Florida. So intrigued was he with its natural beauty and mate i 
valous climate that he Bought land right and left, / e: i 


Envisioning a winfer playground on the east side of the lake and a commercial cify on the 
west, he ordered ground to be broken on May Ist, 1893 for the first of his famous Palm t 
Beach hotels. !t was completed nine months later and named the "Royal Poinciana", It was 
then the largest resort hotel in the world, containing 540 bedrooms in its seven stories, and a 
dining room which seafed 1,000 people. (It was on the Royal Poinciana Hofel grounds that the 
‘Anthony Brothers started their second store in 1901, where they sold Henry Flagler many of 
his shoes and clothes.) Meantime, Flagler had secured 110 acres on the west side of the lake 
and in August, 1893, laid out she townsite of West Palm Beach. 


Flenry Flagler loved Florida and his sole aim was fo make of it the garden spot of the world, | ; 
regardless of cost. It was His great Vision anid'gameness which caused him to invest his fortune 
in the Flerida East Coast Railway, notwithstanding the fact that no’ Banker would finance his 
operations af thb start and his friends warned him he was pouring money-down a hole. 

Henry Flagler was a true benefactor who knew by experience the lessons of poverty and hard 
work. He loved to overcome obstacles and undertake what others deemed impossible. Flor- 
ida is PROUD of him! : :
